“THE OLD FOGY RULES OF THE 
SENATE IN RIDICULE. 


The Publication of the Nicareugan and the Domini- 
can Treaties Cause a Raitling of Old Sones in 
Executive Session— a Motion to Iovesti- 
gate the Press Laid Upon the able. 


WasHING TON, December 18.—In the execu- 
tive session of the senate to-day, after the 
confirmation of Secretary McCulloch, a reso 
lution was introduced by a member of the 
senate committee on foreign relations, reciting 
in its preamble that the Dominican treaty had 
been published in the New York Herald, and 
the Nicaraugan treaty in the New York Tri- 
bune to-day, and proposing that a special com- 
mittee be raised to investigate the methods by 
which the copies of these treaties had been 
secured by the press. A suggestion was made 
that inasmuch as the foreigh relations commit 
tee had the. treaties in its custody, the 
investigation should be uudertaken 
by that committee. To this the 
members of the committee objected 
op the ground that the members of the com- 
miitee would be thus called upon to sit in 
judgment upon each other, and suggested 
that the senate committee on privileges and 
elections .be charged with the duty. The 
wembers of the latter committee objected, on 
general prineiples, and recalled to the atten- 
tion of the older senators the fact that ona 
former oecesion ef the kind, such an investi- 
gation had been undertaken, ard had resulted 
only in bringing ridicule and contempt upon 
the committee and the senate. An assertion 
was made on the democratic side that the 
special friends of the state department were 
first supplied with copies of all the trea- 
ties, aud the Opinion was expressed by this 
senstor thatthe administrati»n was probably 
at fault in the matter. This gave rise toa 
short but rather acrimonious partisan debate. 
Several senators lamented the inability of the 
seLate to enforce its rules, in :eply to which 
the point was made that the rules had better 
be amended to meet what seemed to be a pop- 
uler want. 

An amendment was next offered that the 
text of the two treaties be puolisbed in the 
Congressioual Record to-morrow morning. 
This being objected to, a motion was made to 
ley the original resolution on the table, and 
this was carried almost unanimously.

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ORPHANS IN FLAMES. 
The Burning of a Cathoiic Orphan Asjlum, 
Hereic Deed of a Sister, 

New York, December 18.—This afternoon a 
fire broke out in the drawing room of the 
Catholic maie orphan asylum, in the building 
edjoinipg the right wing of the institution, 
corner St. Marks and Albany avenues, brook- 
lyp. The building, with its grounds, occu- 
pied an entire block. The building where 
the fire originated contained a dormitery on 
the third floor; in which there were sixty or- 
phans suffering from various complaints. 
Whether or not they all escaped cannot be 
told until the roll caliis had, butitis feared 
that some were lost. Sister Mary Josephiae, 
who was in the dormitory at the time the fire 
broke out, made herois efforts to save the 
little ones, She remained in the room until 
absolutely driven out by the flames. Then she 
ran to the’window of the third story where she 
stcod upon the cornice until Foreman 
McGroarity, engine 14, fromthe roof of the 
building, swung hiscoat to her. ‘The sister 
caught the coat, but when McGroarity tried to 
pull her from her perilous position, she lost her 
graep and fell headlong to the ground. She 
struck upon her shoulder and head, and was 
conveyed to 8t. Catherine’s hospital in an un- 
conecious condition. Joseph Ryan, a boy, tried 
to descend by a iadder from the same floor. 
The laddcr parted and he received severe in- 
’ John McGrath, eight years old, jump- 
ed from the third story and was badly injured. 
Mother DeChantel and Sister Anthony were in 
the office when the fire was discovered. They 
at ence gave the alarm, and proceeded to get 
the children out ofthe asylum. There were 
785 orphans in the building. | They were told 
to leave and seek shelter in any neighboring 
house until called for. There was great ex- 
ciiement among the inmates, but it is believed 
ail escaped, excepting some of those in the 
dormitory wing. Hundreds of little fellows 
ran out intothe falling snow, hatless and 
coatlees. The flames spread with great rapid- 
iiy, and the building was almost completely

THE TERRORS OF THE FIRE. 

There were about thirty sisters in the asylum 
end a number of them went out with the chil- 
dren, but it was impossible to keep the little 
boys together. They sought refuge in the car 
stables, dwellings, saloons and stores near by. 
Rev. Father Bronson took nearly a hundred of 
them to his home and the asylum attached te 
the church. The charity foundation, 
close by, received another  consider- 
able number. John Watfield, a grocer, 
and George Irish, placed a ladder against 
the second story window, on Albany avenue, 
and Jrish banded down seven inmates, when 
the crowd called to him to come down on ac- 
count of the close proximity of the flames, 
which were bursting out of the windows just 
beneath him, Patrick Cahill says he is confi- 
dent he saw a woman fall back from a win- 
dow into the flames. He also believes that all 
the boys did not get out. One of the boys 
said the fire was caused by another boy, who 
wentinto the drying room with a lighted 
candle. There were some clothes drying on the 
rack, end he accidentally touched them with 
the candle flame. The flame, he said, leaped 
up in a few moments, and all who 
were in the room ran out.

I remember your graphic and beautiful de- 
scription of ‘The Old Fiddler,” which ap- 
peared in the Frank in News some two years 
ego.

THE CAPITOL BILL AND THE STATE, 

The reconsideration of the bill appropria- 
ting $180,000 for carrying on the work on 
the capitol will result in stopping the work, 
unless the bili is passed by the senate. 

This state of things will be very generally 
regretted. Thestate wentinto the project 
of building a capitol deliberately. It was 
postponed yezr after year, and finally passed 
by decisive majorities. The commissioners, 
acting under the letter and spirit of the bill, 
bave made a contract. It is universally 
agreed that this contract isa good one. It is 
signed, sealed and delivered. The sacred 
faith of the state is pledged toit. It bears 
the governor’s signature and the seal of the 
state. With faith in this, the contractors 
have spent abont. $100,000 and made nearly 
half a million dollars worth of contracts. 

We do not believe the state can afford to 
openly violate this contract. sacredly made 
and entered into, by the governor and the 
commissioners. If this contract is broken or 
impaired, it will bea grievous mistake. We 
are just about to put over $5,000,000 worth 
of state bonds on .the market. With this 
contract broken or crippled, in full public 
view, no man will be sanguine enough to say 
that we can float our bonds at such low rates 
or at such high prices as would be possible 
with the state's faith maintained and itscon- 
tract carried through. 

We do not care, however, to make an ar- 
gument on thissubject. Atlanta has done 
her duty, and her whole duty in the mat- 
ter.

The truth is, it is of no importance whatever. 
Those who may supposed to be interested in 
the matter know that there was no sach 
conspiracy as that charged by Sherman, but 
even if it were otherwise, it would be a mat- 
ter not worth serious attention. In that 
whole unfortunate business in which we em- 
barked with such a flourish of orators and 
editors, there is nothing worth remembering 
but the valor and devotion of the confeder- 
ate troops, and in remembering this, we can 
afford to forget or ignore the mistakes of the 
men who assumed to be statesmen and 
leaders. 

As a matter of fact, the men who made 
themselves responsible for the success dr de- 
feat of the confederate movement had larger 
troubles to contend with than history has 
made mention of. They were eager and im- 
perious, and the circumstances by which 
they were surrounded compelled them to 
make mistakes. Mr. Davis made mis- 
takes and his opponents made _ mis- 
takes; indeed, it was the era of mistakes, 
and we have never been able to see any rea- 
sonable ground for crimination or recrimi 
nation on either side.

THE NICARAGUAN TREATY. 


In the entire list of one-sided and reckless 


treaties that President Arthur has laid before 
an astonished people near the close of hig 
term of office, none equal in audacity aud 
Japgerous complications the Nicaraguan 
treaty. This is a treaty that binds the 
United States to construct a canal ‘‘with al! 
possible dispatcb,’’ beginning atthe port of 
ran Juan de Nicaragua, better known as 
Gieytown, intersecting the San Juan river 
above the Rio Colorado, thence running by 
the river to Lake Nicaragua, and across that 
tothe mouth of the River del Medio, 
undthence to the Pacific ocean at the port of 
Brito. The route bas been surveyed by Ea- 
gineer Menocal of the United States navy, 
and the estimated cost is from $50,000,000 to 
$100,000,000—the latter sum probably being 
nearer the mark. Nicaragua gives a right of 
Wey six miles wide, together with the ports 
of Greytown and Brito. Practically the 
United States is to own, fortify, defend and 
contro! the strip of land and the canal, pay- 
ing overto Nicaragua one-half of the tolls 
collected. 

There are many reasons why this stupen- 
dous jobsbould not receive the sanction 
cf the tenate during the present session 
of corgress. The country’ should © first 
bave an opportunity to analyze it, and when 
ihe sentiment of the people in relation to it 
bas been asceriained action can be taken 
that will bave the country behind it. Such 
action can not be surely obtained this win- 
ter, So important and, weighty a matter 
should not be disposed of at first sight. 

It is reasonably certain that a ratification 
of the treaty will lead to foreign complica- 
tions. It was negotiated in direct contra- 
vention of the Clsyton-Bulwer treaty, which 
deClares that neither the United States nor 
Great Britain ‘‘will ever obtain or maintain 
for itself any exclusive control over the said 
‘hip canal, agreeing that neither will ever 
erect or maintain any fortifications com- 
manding the same, or in the vicinity thereof, 
or occupy, or fortify, orcolonize, or assume, 
or exercise aby dominion over Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, the Mosquito Coast, or any part 
of Central America.”’ Itis difficult to see 
bow there cou!d be a squarer repudiation of 
trea'y obligations than Mr. Artbur has at- 
tem pled ip the treaty he has just laid before 
the senate. Great Britain will certainly ob- 
ject to such barefaced action on our part, and 
the French people who are investinga fabu- 
ious sum at Panama, will be apt to co-op- 
erate, 

‘There will be, too, dangerous complica- 
tions among the istbmian republics. Guate. 
n aja isthe strongest and best-governed of 
the five Central American states, and she 
}as been steadily working to unite them in 
one government. All are willing but Ni- 
caragua, and if we accept thé grant of a strip 
thre co the latter's territory, it will neces- 
sarily involve a guarantee of her autonomy 
and independence against all comers. Guate- 
mala willtben proceed to get up intrigues 
with the commercial nations of Europe, and 
there will be no end to the troubles that will 
follow. If weaccept the treaty, in other 
words, we shou!d expect to face all the com- 
plicatops that rival interests in Central 
America and in Europe can devise. 

And what would be the gain? Beyonda 
sentiment about the dptrol of all out-of- 
doors what interest demands the building 
at enormous expense of the proposed canal? 
While we remain at peace with Great Bri- 
tein and France, the magnificent undertak- 
‘pg of De Lesseps will answer all 
purposes; andin case of war with either

The ports on either side would be closed to 
us as scon as the enemies’ ships could reach 
them. If we build the canal, in other words, 
we should create a navy that could cope with 
Great Britain’s, and be ready to send as many 
troop ships to Nicaragua as France or any 
other power could dispatch. Before the 
country adopts such a policy, it should stop 
a while and put on its thinking cap. Letthe 
treaty therefore go over to the next congress.

Fosests and Their Effect. 

R. B. S., Dahlonega, Ga.: How do forests effect 
climate? 

The effect of the clearing away of forests is to 
increase beth extremes of temperature, that is, to 
render the winters colder and summers -hotter. 
Forests moderate the climate, retaining humidity 
which lessens the excessive heat of summer, and 
in winter preventing the lowering of the temper- 
ature of the earth's surface beneath them by radi- 
ation. They afford a protection from the the 
fierce cold’ winds of wiuter, and a shelier from the 
scorching rays of thesuun insummer. By actual 
experiment itis shown that the thermometer 
averages alower temperaturein the immediate 
shelter of a forest during the warm moprthis and a 
higher temperature duriug the cold montas than 
on an unprotected plain in the same latitude.

Rev. A. D. Mayo delivered an address, the 
Other night, in Boston. on “Southern Educa- 
tion.” Mr. Mayo began by giving an ac- 
count of the progress made in establishing the 
common school in the southern states, since 1870, 
and summed up the result of the last twenty-five 
yeurs’ work for the children in the following 
words: First, the south, this year, will pay more 
ihan $15,000,000 for education; asum, in view of 
her valuation, under present cireumstauces, not 
to be despised in comparison with the north. 
Within the past three years the southern people 
themselyes have paid as much money for educa- 
tion a6 the borth and the nation have given 
to the south for that purpose since 1360. 
hecond, the free schovl, in all its de 
partments, for botb races aud all classes, has been 
establishid by law in every southern state. Ia 
several, a country district schvol of four or five, in 
ail of two or three Moutus’ curation, is supported, 
uid the larger towns are rapidly establishiag 
graded schoo s of six and nine mouths’ duration. 
Great bum bers of young peooie, especially wumea 
j10m the ieaging White iawmilies. are teaching ih 
common scuovis, and mMauy thuusands of the sa- 
perior coloured youth are tous engaged.

From ten to 
eleven o’clock it dropped nearly another de- 
gree, and at midnight was still lower.
